I  submit  herewith  mgr  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  three 
districts  in  the  Combine  and  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  during 

1953* 

Included  among  the  vital  statistics,  which  are  given  separately  for 
each  cf  the  three  districts 9  will  be  found  the  Registrar  General’s  estimates 
of  population.  Ho  noteworthy  change  has  been  made  in  the  estimates  for 
Horsham  Urban  or  Petworfeh  Rural  Districts <,  In  the  case  of  Horsham  Rural 
.District,  the  continued  development  of  Crawley,  together  -with  the  extension  of 
the  boundary  to  include  the  Three  Bridges  area,  in  April.  195.3,  .resulted,  in  an 
increase  in  population  to  38,340  in  the  mid-year,  -  an  increase  of  7,990  over 
mid-1952*  From  the  statistical  point  of  view  the  study  of  the  population  of 
Crawley  presents  peculiar  difficulties*  The  Registrar  General  points  out  that 
the  considerable  influx  of  population  of  a  rather  special  sex-age  structure 
has  made  it  most  difficult  to  modify  the  Area  Comparability  Factor,  which  was 
based  on  the  194?  population  count*  He  warns  that  the  figures  at  present  quoted 
must  be  accepted  with  some  reserve,  but  that  next;,  year,  when  the  1951  census 
tabulations  will  be  available,  a  more  reliable  set  of  figures  will  be  issued* 
Because  of  the  p@CT2l.l3r  age  structure  of  the  Crawley  population,  together  with 
the  extension  of  the  boundary,  it  was  necessary  to  give  two  estimates  of 
population  for  the  Horsham  Rural  District*  The  figure  of  36,480  was  provided 
solely  for  use  in  connection  with  the  estimates  of  Birth  and  Death  Bates 0  Had 
these  been  based  on  the  estimated  population  for  the  mid-year',  both  rates  would 
have  been  too  low*  Even  so,  the  crude  death  rat©  of  8®6l  is  in  contrast  with 
the  average  figure  of  11*  84  for  all  Rural  Districts  in  West  Sussex,  and  with  the 
level  of  Ho 4  for  England  and  Wales* 

On  a  amber  of  occasions  1  have  drawn  attention  to  the  importance  of 
disregarding  variations  In  vital  statistics  when  dealing'  with  small  areas  of 
population,,  Tills  is  again  exemplified  in  the  Pet-worth  figures*  In  1950  no 
child  died  in  the  first  year  of  life  in  that  Rural  District,  but  in  1951  five 
children  died*  There  were  again  no  such  deaths  in  1952,  but  in  1953  seven  we, re 
registered,  resulting  in.  an  infant  Mortality  Rate  of  $2*24  as  compared  with  the 
figure  of  26y8  for  England  and  Wales*  It  might  be  mentioned  that,  of  these 
seven  children,  six  died  in  the  first  four  weeks* 
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By  the  commencement  of  1953  it  was  apparent  that  the  tiro©  had  come 
to  increase  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  of  the  Horsham  Rural  District 
in  order  to  deal,  with  the  rapidly  expanding  area  of  Crawley©  Suggestions 
have  been  mad©  that  a  w  New  Tom/*  planned  and  built  on  modem  lines  *>  would 
not  require  suds,  detailed,  inspection  and  supervision  as  a  normal  area© 
Personally  I  could  not  agree  with  this  view©  It  is  obviously  highly  desirable 
that  food  establishments *,  public  houses*,  restaurants  and  hotel®*,  -  as  wen 
as  school  and  factory  canteens  and  food  factories  *,  <=  should  not  merely  comply 
with  the  letter  of  the  law#  but  should  rather  show  what  might  be  considered 
the  best  modem  practice  ©  It  is  surely  clear  that  the  improved  conditions  of 
a  new  model  tom  offer  unparalleled  opportunities  for  health  education  of  the 
workers  *,  -  particularly  among  those  employed  in  the  food  trade©  Th©  Horsham 
Rural,  District  Council  decided*,  after  consideration  ©f  these  points^,  t© 
engage  an  additional.  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Crawley  are* a*,  wh©  would  operate 
from  the  new  offices  there  but  work  under  the  direction  of  th®  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  the  Council©  Hie  officer  appointed  commenced  duty  in  May, 

The  development  ©f  the  KJfew  Town’8  offers  many  opportunities  for 
fascinating  study,  The  project  can  only  be  regarded  as  a  social  experiment  of 
the  greatest'  importance*,  but  already  there  is  much  evidence  that  the  experiment; 
will,  prove  an  overwhelming  success©  Th©  Development  Corporation  has  erected  a 
wide  variety  of  houses *,  showing  a  substantial  variation  in  sis©*  and  hence  in 
rental*,  and  the  greatest  care  has  been  taken  to  ensure  that  the  lay-out,  -will 
produce  an  economic  unit*,  all  factories  and  shops  being  sited  in  order  to  plate 
them  within  easy  reach  of  th®  houses 0  Without  question  the  residents  of 
Crawley  can  enjoy  amenities  greatly  in  excess  ©f  those  avail, able  to  the  vast 
majority  of  th®  population,  ©f  Great  Britain©  It  has  been  reported  by  th® 
Welfare  Officers  of  several  of  the  transferred  factories  that  both  sickness  and, 
accident  rates  have  dropped  sine©  th®  firms  moved  to  Crawley©  This  is  hardly  ' 
surprising^  for  not  only  are  the  working  conditions  vastly  improved*,  but  th© 
conditions  of  life  generally  are  more  '‘favourable  to  health©  Where, as  many  ©mpOLoj 
wers  previously  obliged  to  make  long  journeys  each  day  to  their  places  ©f  work* 
these  are  now  readily  accessible  by  bicycle  or  on  foot©  Purer  air  must  itself 
make  a  bigger  contribution  to  th©  lessened  incidence  of  respiratory  diseases®

For  the  sixth  year  in  succession  no  cases  ©f  Diphtheria  were  notified 
in  the  area*  and  the  record  low  incidence  for  England  and  Wales  itself 
again  confirms  the  success  of  the  campaign  In  spite  of  these  figures* 
revealing  as  they  do  that  now  only  one  child  dies  of  Diphtheria  where  100 
died  less  than  twenty  yeas'®  ago*  there  still  remain  some  parents  who 
insist  that  they  wd©  not  believe  in  itS88

Sixty  eight  samples  mere  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  biological 
examination©  Although  Mycobacterium  tuberculosis  was  not  found  by  guinea 
pig  inoculation  in  any  of  these  samples*  Brucella  abortus  was  isolated 
from  eight  (H07&%)  of  them®  The  infected  samples  were  of  milk  produced 
by  five  different  farms*  but  the  milk  in  nearly  all  cases  is  pasteurised 
before  distribution©  One  sample*  however*  was  of  T0T0  milk  bottled  on  the 
farm©  The  owner  was  infomed  of  the  .'Laboratory  report  and  quarter  samples 
from  each  cow  on  the  farm  were  'taken  by  the  Health  Department  ©f  the 
Horsham.  Rural  District  Council  in  whose  district  the  farm  is  situated© 
Three  of  the  quarter  samples  from  one  of  the  cows  of  the  herd  were  found 
to  contain  Brucella  abortus*  aid  the  owner  agreed  to  send  the  milk  from 
this  animal  with  his  surplus  milk  for  pasteurisation©  Three  subsequent 
samples  of  milk  fro m  this  herd  taken  later  in  the  year  showed  no  evidence 
©f  infection  by  Brucella  abortus,  and  it  is  hoped  that  no  further  trouble 
will  be  experienced© 

Milk  for  statutory  examination  was-  again  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory*  Epsom©  This  laboratory  is  unable  to  carry  out  biological 
examinations  ©wing  t©  its  restricted  accommodation  for  laboratory  animals  ©

As  in  previous  years  all  slaughtering  in  the  District  was  carried 
out  in  the  Central  Slaughterhouse  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  a  qualified 
Inspector  of  the  Local,  Authority  was  present  at  aU  times  -while  the 
slaughtering  was  in  progress.  This  work  has  taken  up  a  considerable  amount 
of  time  both  in  and  outside  normal  working  hours  0 

The  full  benefit  of  the  alterations  and  extensions  completed  at  the 
slaughterhouse  in  1952  was  felt  during  the  year.  Although  the  Ministry 
of  Food  has  overloaded  the  premises  in  the  past,  they  should  be  able  to 
provide  all  the  slaughtering  accommodation  necessary  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  Horsham  and  Rural  Districts  when  the  Government  ceases  to  exercise

WATER  SUPPLY ; 


The  boreholes  at  Haslingbourne,  Petworth,  have  continued  to 
yield  a  supply  of  high  quality*,  although  in  rather  diminished  quantity, 
this  probably  being  due  to  the  gradual  silting  up  of  the  rock  fissures 
and  to  the  lower  rainfall.  The  rest  level  of  the  water  table  in  the 
boreholes  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  supplementary-spring  supply  continued  to  be  of  great 
assistance  in  maintaining  a  sufficient  quantity  to  meet  the  increasing 
demand.  The  quantity  pumped  from  this  source  was  increased  from 
S, 000  gallons  to  10,000  gallons  per  hour. 

The  average  consumption  showed  an  increase  of  about  80,000  gallons 
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Water  Sup.BlgLloont«d): 

per  day  on  the  previous  year*  but  now  that  no  further  water  mainp  are 
to  be  laid  (except  on  housing  estates)  the  steep  rise  in  consumption 
is  expected  to  ease  off  in  the  coming  year.  Nevertheless  it  is 
anticipated  that,  if  the  yield  from  the  boreholes  continues  to  decline 
and  the  consumption  to  increase,  a  further  source  of  water  supply  will 
be  required  in  two  or  three  years  time,  or  even  before,  during  high 
consumption  periods  of  the  year0  For  these  reasons  a  sample  was  taken 
from  the  Has  ling  bourne  springs,  which  flow  into  large  underground  storage 
tanks  at  the  Waterworks  (capacity  160,000  gallons)  and,  as  the  quality 
was  reported  to  be  satisfactory,  the  Council  was  advised  to  negotiate 
for  the  use  of  this  wateir  for  general  public  supply  purposes.  This 
was  the  position  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  scheme  for  the  proposed  mid-level  reservoir,  which  was  sent 
to  the  Ministry  of,  Housing  and  Local  Government  last  year,  was  approved, 
but  no  starting  date  was  given.

The  Council  has  agreed  to  allow  standpipes  for  temporary  dwellings 
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Water  Supply  (cont  *d) g 

on  the  Ifold  Estate,  Loxwood,  and  also  in  one  or  two  instances  where 
cottages  have  been  "condemned**  under  the  Housing  Act,  but  the  occupiers 
cannot,  at  present,  be  rehoused.  In  all  other  cases  the  supply  must  be 
taken  inside  the  dwelling  with  a  tap  over  the  sink  direct  off  the  main. 

It  is  proposed  to  commence  a  planned  survey  of  those  properties  in 
the  district  which  are  not  connected  to  the  Council^  main  supply,  as  a 
check  on  the  quality  of  the  water  available  to  them 

Sewerage  and  Drainage: 

No  further  connections  of  older  properties  were  made  to  the  sewers 
at  Northchapel  and  a  few  still  remain  unconnected.  During  the  year 
eight  new  houses  were  built  and  occupied  on  the  Luffs  Meadow  estate  of 
the  Council*  The  sewage  works  were  satisfactorily  maintained  and  gave 
a  good  effluent  throughout  the  year. 

The  sewerage  contract  for  Wisborough  Green  (including  Newpound) 
proceeded  throughout  the  year  and  was  practically  complete  at  the  close 
of  1953 o  A  number  of  properties  have  been  connected  and,  after  early 
trouble  at  the  ejector  station  at  Moonsbrook,  the  plant  has  operated 
satisfactorily. 

The  scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  Petworth  Southern  Outfall  was 
completed  and  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for 
approval.  i 

A  small  sewerage  scheme  for  Council  and  other  dwellings  in  Houghton 
Lane,  Bury,  was  prepared  in  connection  with  the  proposal  to  erect  further 
Council  cottages  on  the  local  housing  site. 

A  new  rotary  distributor  was  fitted  to  the  sewage  plant  at  Plaistow 
Road,  Loxwood. 

Plans  for  the  changing  of  the  existing  hydrostat  pumping  plant  to  an 
electrically  operated  pump  at  Plaistow  Road,  Kirdford,  were  being  made  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  effluent  drain  for  Townfield,  Kirdford, 
sewage  disposal  works  was  about  to  be  commenced. 

Repairs  to  sewers  in  Pound  Street  and  Angel  Street,  Petworth,  were 
also  in  progress. 

The  drawings  for  a  sewerage  scheme  at  Fittleworth  were  in  active 
preparation  in  the  latter  part  of  1953 0

Green  were  prepared  and  were  approved  by  all  concerned  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  when  tenders  were  being  invited. 

The  Council  continue  to  employ  the  Hampshire  Cleansing  Service  for 
emptying  cesspools  on  the  various  housing  sites  and  the  settling  tanks 
at  the  Petwcrth  sewage  outfalls,  and  the  vehicle  is  available  to  other 
owners  and  occupiers  in  the  district  on  payment. 

The  Council  has  now  resolved  to  provide  a  rate-borne  cesspool 
emptying  service  which  will  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1954, 
Under  this  scheme,  owners  or  occupiers  will  be  entitled  to  have  their 
cesspool  emptied  once  per  quarter.  It  is  not  intended,  for  the  time 
being,  to  purchase  a  machine  for  this  purpose,  and  the  Hampshire  Cleansing 
Service  will  continue  the  work  as  before,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Salvages 

The  refuse  collection  service  covers  the  whole  of  the  District  with 
a  frequency  of  collection  twice  weekly  in  the  town  of  Petworth,  once 
weekly  in  the  outer  parts  of  the  town,  and  fortnightly  in  the  villages. 

The  more  remote  dwellings  are  visited  once  monthly  or  by  special 
arrangement,  providing  there  is  suitable  vehicular  access. 

Waste  paper  and  other  salvage  materials  are  collected  at  the  same 
time  as  refuse,  being  conveyed  in  a  separate  compartment  in  the  refuse 
vehicle. 

All  refuse  is  tipped  in  a  disused  stone  pit  in  a  central  position 
near  Petworth,  and  is  covered  with  earth  or  builders  *  rubbish  as  available. 
Tipping  commenced  at  the  new  refuse  pits  in  July  and  has  been  carefully 
controlled.  Fly  infestation  became  severe  during  the  summer  months  and 
twice  weekly  spraying  was  necessary  to  control  the  insects  and  prevent 
nuisance  to  adjoining  properties. 

Waste  paper  is  baled  at  a  central  depot  in  Petworth.  Prices  have 
dropped  considerably  and  it  is  now  barely  a  practicable  proposition  to 
sell  it  at  a  price  to  cover  the  labour  costs  of  baling.  There  is  a  bonus 
scheme  in  operation  for  the  Councils  employees  engaged  on  salvage  work.

The  steady  repair  of  unfit  houses,  particularly  of  those  upon 
which  formal  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Council  under  Sections  11 
and  12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.  The  repair  of  cottages  on  which  undertakings  to  carry  out 
works  have  been  given  by  the  owners  under  these  Sections  has,  at  the 
Council’s  insistence,  been  carried  out  as  they  fall  vacant  and  before 
they  are  relet,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will  be  stepped  up 
in  the  coming  year  now  that  the  new  Council  housing  sites  at  Loxwood, 
Northchapel  and  Wisborough  Green  are  nearing  completion  and  tenants  from 
unfit  properties  are  being  re-housed  in  increasing  numbers.

Following  complaints,  visits  of  inspection  and  subsequent  treatments 
were  carried  out  at  four  cottages  where  abnormal  numbers  of  cluster  flies 
were  found  to  be  infesting  the  roof  spaces  of  the  cottages. 

In  two  cases,  premises  found  to  be  infested  by  crickets  were 
satisfactorily  treated  and  cleared  of  the  pests. 

Prevention  of  Damage  bv  Pests  Ac t.  19Z.9s 

The  survey  of  the  District  for  rats,  and  treatment  where  infestations 
were  found,  continued  satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and  the  Council^ 
Rodent  Operator  has  been  fully  occupied. 

Domestic  premises  on  which  rats  are  found  are  treated  free  of 
charge^  -  all  other  premises  being  charged  for  when  treated  by  the 
Council °s  Operator.  More  complaints  of  rat  infestation  have  been  received 
than  ever  before  as  the  Service  becomes  more  widely  known  and  appreciated. 
The  majority  of  the  complaints  received  are  from  householders  with  but  a 
few  rats  and,  while  these  notifications  are  desirable,  the  time  taken  over 
the  treatment  of  individual  isolated  dwellings  in  various  parts  of  the 
District  cannot  but  slow  down  the  survey  work. 

For  practically  all  treatments  carried  out,  the  poison  used  has  been 
Warfarin,  and  the  bait-base  Sausage  Rusk,  Wholemeal  Flour  and  medium- 
grade  Oatmeal.  These  have  been  found  to  give  very  satisfactory  results. 

Many  farmers  and  occupiers  of  business  premises  are  finding  the  new 
poison  59  War  farin’9  an  efficient  raticide  and  leaflets  and  advice  on  its 
use  are  available  on  request  from  the  Department. 

Treatments  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Council*s  old  refuse  tip 
with  very  satisfactory  results.  The  new  refuse  tip  which  came  into  use 
in  July  has  not  shown  any  evidence  of  rat  infestation.

All  samples  taken  from  local,  manufacturers  were  reported  to  be 
satisfactory  and  a  very  high  standard  of  cleanliness  of  premises  and 
equipment  was  maintained. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods; 

All  but  four  slaughterhouses  are  closed.  The  four  are  not  licensed 
but  it  has  been  agreed  with  the  Ministry  of  Food  that  they  may  be  used 
for  the  occasional  slaughtering  of  pigs  by  licensed  slaughtermen,  and 
small  pig-keepers  slaughtering  for  their  own  consumption.  Inspection  of 
the  carcase  and  organs  is  carried  out  by  the  Meat  Inspector  on  request. 

The  de-control  of  meat  rationing,  and  presumably  the  de-restriction 
of  slaughtering,  is  expected  during  the  coming  year.  One  application  far 
a  licence  to  use  a  slaughterhouse  has  already  been  received  and  the  Council 
has  decided  to  defer  consideration,  of  this  application  until  the 
recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  this  matter  have  been  made  known.

Sample  bottles,  taken  after  cleansing,  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  and,  as  a  result  of  the  reports  received, 
improvements  were  made  to  the  method  of  cleansing  and  sterilisation 
of  milk  bottles,  in  the  case  of  two  retailers. 

The  organised  sampling  of  milk  for  biological  examination 
continued  smoothly  during  the  year.  All  milk  sent  by  producers  to 
collecting  Depots  within  West  Sussex  is  now  sampled  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  within  whose  District  the  Depot  is  situated,  and  it  is  only 
necessary  to  sample  at  the  farms  of  those  producers  whose  milk  is 
despatched  to  Depots  outside  the  County.  Each  district  has  a  weekly 
allocation  of  samples  to  be  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 
In  eases  where  tuberculosis  is  isolated  in  the  milk,  notification  is 
sent  to  the  County  Veterinary  Officer  and  prompt  action  is  taken  to 
remove  from  the  herd  the  animal  responsible.
